REPORT OF OBITUARY COMMITTER, 


Your committee would submit the following report: Since the 
last annual meeting of this Association death has removed from 
our ranks our dearly beloved brother, Elder C. B. Young, which 
sad event occurred September 22, 1880, 

Brother Young was born in Wake county, North Carolina, 
February 15, 1814. He professed-a good hope in Christ in 1832, 
and joined the Crossroads Baptist church. € next united to the 
Rockville church, where he was licensed to preach. In 1840 he 
removed to Mississippi and joined the Chulahoma churclrand was 
ordained to the full work of the gospel ministry in 1845. From 
there he went to the Tallaloosa church, where he remained until 
1852, and then united with Union church, Panola county, Miss, 
In 1871 he transfetred his membership to Sardis, where he re- 
mained until 1876, when he removed it back to Union church, 
where it remained until his death. 

Brother Young grew up without the advantages of education, 
but being possessed of native mental qualities of the highest order 
he soon obviated this disadvantage in his work as a minister, by 
close study, and especially by the study of that book of books, 
the Bible. He was a man of wonderfully Persuasive powers, and 
his sermons were characterized by the Prentice given the 
cardinal doctrines of the Gospel. Hundre 8 were converted under 
his ministry, but the good resulting from his work can never be 
estimated this side the great day of accounts, Being possessed of 
* competence, his liberality in contributing to this Body was 
characteristic of his broad and eminently philanthropic Christian 
heat. He delighted in the service of the Master, and was promi- 
nent in every good word and work. 

© was pastor of Union church thirty years, beloved by his 
brethren, honored by his neighbors, full of years and honor he 
has passed to his reward on high. : 

A bright ornament to this Body has also been removed from 
our midst in the person of our beloved brother, Perry Bolin, a 
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member and deacon of Coldwater church. He died on the day 
of 1880.

Sut, brethren of the Coldwater Association, this grand and sub. 
lime work has been accomplished in the main, under many 
grievous difficulties and disadvantages. 

Theirs was a pioneer work; and efficient as their work has been, 
yet they speak to us in terms of counsel and entreaty to remove 
these difficulties and overcome these disadvantages. 

What is the labor to which we must address ourselves, respon- 
sive to their solemn counsel and entreaty ? 

The gravity of the work to be achieved demands our most 
serious attention.

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CONSTITUTION OF COLDWATER BAPTIST ASSOCIATION. 


ArticLe 1. This Association shall be called the CoLDWATER 
Baptist Association, which shall meet annually. 

Art. 2. Every charchbdelonging.to this,Association shall be 

entitled to three representatives. watil . the: number exceeds fifty 
members, and for every additional.fitty members one more repre- 
sentative; and ,no church shall be represented except by members 
of. its.own body. ‘ ; 
» Art, 3- The , delegates representing churches shall, at. the 
opening of the session, present their letters of correspondence, 
which must state their appointment as delegates, together with the 
number of members in fellowship, the number baptized, received 
by letter, restored, dismissed by letter, excluded and died during 
the year, 

Aue. 4. Churches of this uniow failing to represent themselves 
at one Association will be expected to state the reason thereof at 
the next meeting; and if any church thus fail’ at two- sccessive 
meetings the association may consider it dropped from its number, 
or may send a committee to inquire into the cause of such failure. 

Art. 5. Other churches expressing to our satisfaction their 
approval of our Articles of Faith, and their willingness to. walk in 
fellowship with 29 may be:admitted into this Union by signifying 
their willingness to do so by delegates and letters, - . 

Art. 6. This Associatiow shali have a Moderator and. Clerk, 
who shall be chosen by ballot at each annual: meeting as soon as 
the letters from the churches are read and the delegates names 
enfolled; ~ v4 ; whe ae 

Art. 7. This Association shall have no power to adopt , rules 
or institute proceedings that -shalb infringe upon the independence 
or rights of churches, but it may, when requested by a.church in 
its letter of correspondence, and not otherwise, give advice to such 
Body, and it’ may separate from such churches as are known to 
walk disorderly. a Mae , 

Art. 8. This: Association shall have afund for its expenses, and 
it shall appoint one or more persons.to take charge of such funds as 
churches or individuals may. contribute through this Body for an 
evangelical object, and forward the same as they may be designat 
and report to the next Associational meeting. : 

Arr. 9., This Association may correspond by letter, and messen- 
gers with the Baptist State Convention of . this State and General 

ssociation of North Mississippi, as well as with other representa- 
tive Bodies ef our denomination. 

Arr. 10, The minutes of the Association shall be read, corrected 
and signed by the Moderator and Clerk before the session rise, and 
nO session shall adjourn, unless in extraordinary cases, until it shall 
have finished its business. 

Art. 11. This Association shall not receive any query which 
shall have a tendency to disturb the harmony of the Body. 

- Art. 12. This Constitution may be attested or amended at any 
regular meeting by a majority of two-thirds of the members 
Present, 
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voluntary refusal from submitting to the Lord Jesus Christ, which 
retusal will subject him to an aggravated condemnation. 

Art. 7. Of grace in regeneration. That in order to be saved, 
we must be regenerated or born again; that regeneration consists 
in giving a holy disposition to the mind, and is effected by the 
power of the Holy Spirit, so as to procure our voluntary obedi- 
ence to the gospel, and that its proper evidence in the holy fruit 
which we bring forth to the glory of God. ‘ 

Art. 8. Of election, or God's pur of Grace, That election is 
the gracious purpose of God, according to which He regenerates, 
sanctifies and saves sinners; that bein perfectly consistent with 
the free agency of man, it comprehends all the means in connec. 
tion with the end; that it is a most glorious display of God's 
sovereign goodness, being infinitely wise, holy and unchangeable; 
that it utterly excludes boasting and promotes humility, prayer, 
praise, trust in God and active invitation of His free mercy; that it 
encourages the use of means to the highest degree; that it is ascer- 
tained by its effects, in all who believe the gospel is the foundation 
of Christian assurance, and that to ascertain it with regard to our- 
selves, demands and deserves our utmost diligence. 


Art. 9. Of the perseverance of the Saints. That such only, are 
real believers who endure to the end; that preserving attachment 
to Christ is the grand mark which distinguishes them from super- 
ficiel believers or professors; that a special providence watches 
over their welfare, and that they are kept by the power of ‘God 
through faith unto salvation. 


Art. 10. Of the Harmony of the Law and Gospel. That the 
law of God is the eternal, unchangeable rule of His moral govern- 
ment; that it is holy, just and ad and that the inability which 
the Scriptures ascribe to fallen man to fulfill its recepts, arises 
entirely from his love of sin to deliver him from which, and restore 
him through a mediator to unfained obedience to the holy law, is 
one great end of the gospel, and of the means of gtace connected 
with the establishment of the visible church. 


Ant. 11, Of a Gospel Church. That a visible church of Christ 
is a congregation of baptised believers associated by covenant in 
the faith and fellowship of the gospel, observing the ordinances of 
Christ, governed by His laws and exercising the gifts, rights and 
Privileges invested in them by His word; that its only proper offi. 
cers are bishops, or pastors and deacons, whose qualifications, 
claims and duties are defined in the epistles of Paul to Timothy 
and Titus, and that a pel church thus organized is the highest 
ecclesiastical tribunal known in the word of God. n 

Art. 12, Of baptism and the Lord's Su per. That Christian 
baptism is the immersion of the body of a believer in water in the 
name of the Father, Son and Holy Ghost, by an. administrator 
possessing the ordinary qualifications of those on whom the right . 
Was originally imposed, to show forth in a solemn and beautiful 
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Art, 14 OF the Christian Sabbath. ‘That the first day of the 
week is the Lérd’s Day, or Christian Sabbath, ‘and is to > 
sacred to religious Prposes, by abstaining fromall secular 
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
